“ Some members of the Ward family 
who should have been here, have not 
been before the Grand Jury ,” said the 
Court.

Cherry leaf spot causes a heavy loss 
to unsprayed trees and but few grow­ 
ers realize the loss from this source. 
In order th at this disease may be suc­ 
cessfully controlled 
the Bureau 
of 
Plant Indubtry, Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture recommends that 
cherry trees be given a dormant spray 
as 
for San 
Jose scale. 
Plow 
the 
ground 
to bury all diseased 
leaves 
there may be on the ground or rake 
them up and burn them. 
Make three 
sprayings of 3-3-50 Bordeaux mixture 
or I to 40 lime sulphur wash: 
( ll 
When the petals fall, (2) two weeks 
later and (3) just after the crop has 
been 
harvested. 
This 
will 
insure 
clean, healthy foliage all the season borers per tree while the trees treat- 


Much has been said concerning the 
use of gas against the peach tree 
borers. 
This 
treatm ent has 
been 
used with success for several years 
in New Jersey but is new to Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Last fall several of 
the 
fruit growers of Adams County tried 
the new treatment, which promises 
to do away with the drudgery of re­ 
moving the borers by hand and at 
the same time afford more protection 
to 
the 
trees. 
The treatm ent con­ 
sists of the application of Paradich- 
lorobenzene, 
better known 
to 
the 
growers, as P. D. B. 
This is a whitish chrystalline sub­ 
stance which 
is applied 
about the 
trunk of the tree at the rate of three 
quarters of an ounce per tree. 
Ex­ 
aminations of the treated orchards 
last fall 
indictaed that 
the treat­ 
ments were a success but it was not 
until this summer that the true val­ 
ue of the applications was known. 
Well regulated 
demonstrations were 
conducted in the Raffensperger 
and 
Garretson 
orchards near Arendt.s- 
ville. 
A thorough examination was 
made of the trees last Tuesday morn­ 
ing in 
the 
Raffensperger orchard, 
with the result that only 26 borers 
were removed from 45 trees treated 
with P. D. B. last fall', while 
110 
borers were removed from 34 trees 
from which the borers were dug last 
fall. 
In other words the trees wormed 
last fall showed an average of 
3.2 


and a good set of fruit buds. A 90-10 
sulphur dust can be substituted 
for 
these three sprays with good results.

either in the spring or fall, the fall be­ 
ing the best time to make the annual 
application but the first year the gass­ 
ing may also be done in the spring.

332.000 MINERS ON STRIKE 
• 


Differences Have Cost Men And Op­ 
erators Hugh Sum. 


The coal strike has cost operators 
and miners of the State $145,080,232 
to date Clifford B, Connelly, Com­ 
missioner of Labor and Industry an­ 
nounced Thursday in announcing fig­ 
ures compiled by the Bureau of Me­ 
diation and1 Arbitration since April I, 
when the strike started. 
Commissioner Connelley will bring 
these facts to the 
attention of 
the 
operators 
and miners 
in Pittsburgh 
this 
week, where 
efforts are 
being 
made to bring about a settlement of 
the strike before July I, it was an­ 
nounced. 
The figures are based on an aver­ 
age daily wage of $5 for each miner 
and an average cost of maintaining 
the mines while idle to the operators 
of $910,000 per day, counting 57ta 
working days during April, May and 
June. 
A total of 322,806 men arc involved ! 
in the strike, both in the bituminous I 
and anthracite fields, according to the j 
figures, which were compiled after a 
careful survey of every collery and 
district of the State by mediators in 
the bureau. 
Only the minors actually 
engaged in the strike were included in 
the total. 
The loss to the opperators 
does not include profit from coal which 
would have been mined during this 
period, it was stated
